My dear Friend, 


I have been intending to write you for 
some time and express my sincere appreciation of your 
willingness to help Mrs. Cabell with the historical 
sketches, which are to be included in our lineage book.

AND MADE A DUMMY FOR ME.

Mrs.Carruth and I are working out the ‘plan for haw part 
of the book.She will examine carefully,all papers and make a list 
of the Baron sncestors for each member,and then send to me.I am 
planning to ask Miss Hinéon to come and spend a few days with me 
and we will then cHeck all the lists sen&i by Mrs. Carrath,with the 
pepers I have. 


Déar,when we ask for bids,I'd like to secure a price 
on 300 copies and also on 200 copies,If the 200 amount can be 
dgne at sll reasonably ,we may not wait for 300 orders to be 
fre ceived.We will wait until we have our manuscript ready for 
the publisher,and then secure bids and let the contract.There 
is no reason to wait indifinitely for others to send in their 
orders--for they may never send.And in the meantime the ones 
who have contributea with their orders are tearing their hair 
trying to get their copy.
